Summary of reasons for decision: 


The publication is one of a batch of four publications submitted for classification by the 
Department of Internal Affairs’ Censorship Compliance Unit on behalf of the Secretary for 
Internal Affairs, under sl3(l)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. It 
comprises a block of material recorded from Sky Television’s adult channels, submitted on DVD 
for classification purposes. The recorded material consists of numerous scenes and clips of 
explicitly depicted sexual activity intended for the sexual arousal of adult viewers. The 
unrestricted availability of the publication is likely to cause injury to the public good because of 
the manner in which it deals with matters of sex. The explicit depictions of sexual activity are 
likely to have a harmful effect on the development of children and young persons’ sexual 
behaviour and attitudes. Degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct, in particular, 
is likely to play a part in the formation or reinforcement of negative attitudes to women and girls, 
and unrealistic expectations around sexual responses and performance. A restriction on the 
availability of this publication to persons who have attained the age of 18 years is a proportionate 
response to the risk of injury to the public good that has been identified, and is therefore a 
reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of expression as affirmed by the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990.
